Rules  of  Order. 


I.  Business  :  How  Brought  Forward. 

All  the  business  of  the  Conference  excepting  such  as  may  be  brought 
forward  by  the  President,  shall  be  introduced  by  motion. 

II.  Questions  of  Order. 

All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  by  the  President,  whose  decision 
shall  in  all  cases  prevail,  unless  overruled  by  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  :  any 
three  members  dissenting  from  the  President’s  judgment,  shall  have  right  to  appeal 
to  the  Conference. 

III.  Committees  :  How  Appointed. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  specially  ordered 
by  the  Conference. 

IV.  Motions  reduced  to  Writing. 

All  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Secretary  or  any  member  request  it. 

V.  New  Motion. 

No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  till  the  one  under  con¬ 
sideration  shall  be  disposed  of,  which  may  be  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless  one 
of  the  following  motions  should  intervene  ;  namely,  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  amend  :  and  these 
motions  shall  give  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 

VI.  Rules  of  Discussion.

GODAVERY  DISTRICT. 

Geo.  K.  Gilder,  Presidiny  Elder. 

It  was  daring  the  session  of  Central  Conference  at  Lucknow,  last  January,  that 
this  District  was  organized.  Territorially  it  covers  an  area  which  may  he  roughly 
estimated  at  not  less  than  40,000  square  miles,  with  a  population,  in  round  numbers, 
of  four  millions. 

Being  far  removed  from  the  beaten  tracks,  and  destitute  of  railways  and  any¬ 
thing  worthy  of  being  styled,  a  road ;  may  explain  partially,  why  for  many  long 
years  this  entire  region  has  been  ignox*ed  and  neglected  by  Christian  Missions.  We 
have  no  hesitation  in  affirming  that  there  does  not  exist  to-day  so  extensive  and  so 
populous  a  section  in  India,  so  utterly  untouched  by  Missionary  effort.  Yet  a  more 
interesting  and  needy,  as  well  as  promising  field,  it  would  perhaps  he  hard  to  find. 
The  races  that  people  this  region  are  mainly  Hindu  low-castes  and  aborigines.  The 
Brahmin  with  his  sacerdotal  pretensions,  is  but  little  knowm.  Both  low-castes  and 
aborigines  are  demonolaters,  with  the  exception  of  Satnami  chamars  of  Raipur  zila. 
These  profess  to  be  Theists — followers  of  the  One  whose  name  is  True. 

Linguistically  the  work  is  Hindi  northward  from  Jagdalpur  to  Raipur ;  and 
Telugu,  from  Jagdalpur  towards  the  south.  East  of  Jagdalpur  however,  and  to 
some  extent  in  Jagdalpur  itself,  we  have  to  reckon  with  Uriya,  and  have  in  con¬ 
sequence  been  compelled  to  begin  the  use  of  that  vernacular. 

Our  circuits  are  widely  separated.  For  example,  Raipur  is  183  miles  from 
Jagdalpur.  Thence  to  Sironcha,  it  is  160  miles;  and  from  there  to  Yellandu,  120 
miles.  To  reach  these  places  one  has  to  travel  over  rugged  cart  tracks,  by  courtesy 
termed  roads;  across  wide  rivers;  and,  in  some  places,  through  dense  jungles. 
Yellandu  is  the  one  point  accessible  by  railway,  but  that  involves  a  circuitous  trip 
of  1,171  miles,  the  one  way.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  here  in  the  heart  of  India,  lie 
large  tracts  peopled  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  perishing  souls  who  have  never 
heard  the  story  of  Redeeming  Love,  we  have  been  profoundly  impressed  w’ith  the 
evident  readiness  on  the  part  of  many  who  listen  eagerly  to  our  message,  to  embrace 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  It  is  possible  to  indicate  more  than  one  area  within  the 
confines  of  the  District,  of  wffiich  it  is  literally  true,  that  the  field  is  white  already 
unto  harvest.  To  oocupy'such  a  territory  in  force,  and  to  establish  within  its  borders, 
a  vigorous  and  successful  mission— and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  throughout 
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this  vast  section  of  country,  we  are  the  only  Christian  Mission — we  need  at  least  six 
missionaries  of  the  General  Society  alone,  to  reinforce  the  extremely  feeble  band,  at 
present  seeking  to  accomplish  something  against  heaviest  odds. 

In  Raipur,  we  have  made  a  beginning  and  can  report  the  organization  of  a 
small  Hindustani  Church  with  its  regular  Sabbath  worship,  Prayer  meeting  and 
Class-meeting.  In  addition,  we  have  three  day  schools,  two  Sunday  schools,  and  a 
brisk  col  portage  work.  Considering  some  of  our  difficulties — difficulties  inseparable 
from  and  peculiar  to  new  work — with  no  one  to  assist  in  supervising  the  work 
during  absences  from  the  station,  and  with  scarcely  any  money — we  are  constrained 
to  reverently  acknowledge  the  good  hand  of  our  God,  for  even  this  little.  It  is 
surely  the  earnest  of  greater  things. 

In  Sironcha,  our  work  has  suffered  for  want  of  a  leader-  The  need  here  for  a 
missionary  of  the  General  Society,  is  urgent.  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the 
value  and  importance  of  Sironcha  as  a  base  for  earnest  aggressive  Gospel  opera¬ 
tions.  Had  it  been  at  all  possible  for  this  circuit  to  have  possessed  a  missionary 
this  year,  we  have  substantial  reasons  for  stating  that  our  work  would  have 
advanced  with  rapid  strides,  within  its  bounds,  in  various  directions. 

Jagdalpur  and  Yellandu  represent  work  unaided  by  the  Missionary  Society. 

In  Jagdalpur,  a  neat,  commodious  Mission  bungalow  has  been  completed ;  a 
school-chapel  to  accommodate  three  hundred  persons  has  been  erected ;  while  an 
Orphan  House  and  a  Hospital  are  nearly  finished. 

Orphanage  work,  notwithstanding  that  death  has  claimed  a  goodly  number  of  the 
famine  waifs  gathered  twelve  months  ago,  has  prospered.  In  Brother  Thomas  Francis 
we  possess  not  only  a  man  of  sterling  piety,  but  one  exceptionally  qualified  for  this 
special  and  delicate  work.  Through  his  faithful  and  fatherlike  care  and  ministra¬ 
tions,  a  large  number  of  the  children  have  been  led  to  Christ,  giving  unmistakable 
evidences  of  being  soundly  converted. 

Evangelistic  work  has  been  steadily  prosecuted  both  in  and  around  Jagdalpur, 
with  the  result  that  some  forty  villagers  have  been  baptized  and  received  into 
Church  connection. 

Industrial  work  is  yet  in  its  incipiency,  but  by  the  end  of  another  year  we  hope 
it  will  be  sufficiently  developed  to  support  the  entire  work  of  the  circuit. 

In  Yellandu,  the  Church  with  its  constituency  of  72  members  and  32  proba¬ 
tioners,  has  raised  Rs.  1,225  for  all  purposes,  and  has  undertaken  the  support  of 
eleven  workers,  three  of  whom  are  members  of  this  body.  Early  in  the  year  43 
persons  were  baptized  from  among  the  Kois  chiefly.  Others  are  asking  for  baptism. 
As  the  outcome  of  patient  and  prayerful  toil,  there  appears  at  last  to  have  come  an 
awakening  among  these  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Telingana  jungles  ;  and  the  out¬ 
look  is  most  encouraging. 

Epworth  League.  Work  among  the  young  people  has  been  successfully  main¬ 
tained  in  Sironcha,  Yellandu  and  Jagdalpur.  In  each  of  these  circuits  we  have 
prosperous  Epworth  League  Chapters. 

Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Miss  Blackmar  is  the  solitary  repre¬ 
sentative  of  this  excellent  Society  in  the  District. .  She  has  been  also  the  only 
missionary  of  our  Church  in  Sironcha.  Openings  for  the  Society’s  work  are  many. 
Sironcha  calls  for  an  additional  lady  ;  and  the  claims  and  needs  of  both  Raipur  and 
Jagdalpur  cannot  be  overlooked.  The  year  has  not  been  wdthout  its  trials  and 
sorrows.  Sickness  and  the  shadow  of  death  have  rested  upon  us.  But  amid  all 
that  it  has  pleased  the  Father  to  visit  us  with,  we  have  enjoyed  a  sustaining  sense  of 
His  Presence,  and  have  found  in  Him  comfort  and  strength. 
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HYDERABAD  DISTRICT. 

W.  L.  King,  Presiding  Elder. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  our  Conference  the  Hyderabad 
District,  as  at  that  time  constituted,  was  divided.  The  three  circuits  on  the  Goda- 
very  side,  viz.,  Yellandu,  Sironcha  and  Jagdalpur,  were  set  off  into  a  new  District. 
Although  decreased  by  so  extensive  a  field  as  that  comprised  in  the  circuits  men¬ 
tioned  the  Hyderabad  District  is  not  small  in  territorial  extent  nor  does  it  represent 
meager  possibilities.  Some  of  the  brethren  believe  that  another  division  should  be 
made  at  once  on  account  of  the  extent  of  the  field  now  occupied  and  the  polyglot 
character  cf  the  people. 

The  present  Hyderabad  District  embraces  eleven  circuits.  We  have  a  missionary 
force  of  16,  viz.,  7  Missionaries,  6  wives  of  Missionaries,  and  3  ladies  of  the  Woman’s 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  This  force  is  manifestly  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  field  we  occupy.  We  need  more  Missionaries  and  also  a  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  ranks  of  our  Native  workers.  Often  during  the  past  year  has  the 
prayer  for  more  labourers  ascended  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  and  I  believe  that  he 
is  raising  up  some  from  the  ranks  of  our  converts  in  response  to  our  prayers. 

As  a  people  we  have  been  highly  favoured  during  the  year  just  closed.  The 
health  of  our  Missionaries  has  been  exceptionally  good.  Death  has  not  invaded  our 
ranks  and  there  has  been  no  serious  illness  among  us.  While  there  has  been  some 
sickness  aud  a  few  deaths  in  the  families  of  our  Native  workers  and  in  our  church 
membership  the  aggregate  of  these  afflictions  has  been  comparatively  slight.  For 
these  mercies  we  are  devoutly  thankful  to  God. 

I  record  also  with  much  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  the  year  has 
been  on  the  whole  one  of  spiritual  growth  as  well  as  physical  health.  Many  have 
grown  in  grace  and  are  stronger  in  the  Lord  to-day  than  ever  before.  More  stress 
than  heretofore  has  been  put  upon  the  fact  that  God  requires  his  people  to  be  a 
holy  people,  filled  with  his  Spirit  and  endued  from  on  high  for  his  service.  The 
result  has  been  that  there  has  been  a  hungering  and  thirsting  for  a  closer  walk  with 
God  and  He  has  given  his  Spirit  in  larger  measure. 

Probably  the  best  way  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  work  and  the  field 
will  be  to  mention  the  circuits  in  order  and  give  a  few  of  the  more  important  facts 
in  connection  with  the  work  in  each  circuit  or  work  center.  I  therefore  purpose 
following  this  course  in  the  present  report  and  will  begin  at  the  headquarters  of 
the  District. 

The  English  church  in  Hyderabad  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The  congrega¬ 
tions  have  been  exceptionally  good  and  the  finances  have  improved.  During  the 
year  the  Quarterly  Conference  increased  its  appropriation  to  Ministerial  support  by 
H.  S.  Rs.  30  per  mensem  and  pmposes  another  advance  of  Rs.  20  for  the  coming 
year.  A  goodly  number  of  young  people  have  been  received  on  probation  and 
special  attention  has  been  given  to  their  instruction  in  Methodist  doctrine  and 
polity.  The  Board  of  Trustees  have  expended  a  considerable  sum  in  repairs  to  the 
interior  of  the  church  and  purpose  putting  the  entire  building  in  a  thorough  state  of 
repair.  By  the  liberality  of  private  parties  additional  seats  and  lamps  have  been 
provided. 

In  the  Hindustani  mission  an  advance  has  been  made.  Early  in  the  year  we 
secured  a  Hindustani  preacher  from  the  graduating  class  of  the  Bareilly  Theological 
Seminary.  Regular  services  have  been  held.  Street  preaching  and  colportage  work 
have  been  well  maintained.  During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  close  the 
Residency  school.  We  took  this  apparently  retrograde  step  with  great  reluctance 
and  only  wrhen  convinced  that  there  was  no  other  course  open  to  us.  For  many 
years  our  schools  had  been  falling  behind  financially  and  we  could  not  keep  them 
both  in  successful  operation.  Since  closing  the  Residency  school  the  City  school 
has  been  strengthened  and  has  had  the  largest  enrolment  in  its  history.  I  believe 
it  can  be  made  a  strong  institution  provided  we  can  get  suitable  teachers  and  the 
funds  we  need. 
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The  W.  F.  M.  S.  work  has  been  zealously  prosecuted.  The  result  is  apparent 
in  extension  and  increased  efficiency.  New  schools  have  been  opened  and  existing 
ones  strengthened  and  new  homes  have  been  entered  with  tlie  Gospel  of  Christ. 

The  English  church  in  Secunderabad  has  had  a  good  year.  While  the  congre¬ 
gation  has,  as  in  previous  years,  been  changeable  it  has  been  good  for  the  most  part. 
The  work  in  Bolarum  has  been  prosecuted  more  systematically  and  vigorously  than 
ever  before  and  has  been  very  encouraging.  A  Chapter  of  the  Epworth  League  has 
been  recently  organized  there  and  a  good  Sunday-school  and  class  meeting  are 
regularly  maintained. 

The  Secunderabad  Telugu  work  is  now  entitled  to  be  called  a  circuit  as  villages 
to  the  east  of  the  city  to  the  distance  of  some  20  miles  are  being  visited.  The  out¬ 
look  is  hopeful.  I  know  of  no  circuit  on  the  District  where  there  has  been  more  en¬ 
couragement  in  the  early  stage  of  the  work. 

The  Vikarabad  and  Tandur  circuit  has  closed  the  best  year  in  its  history.  The 
number  of  baptisms  exceeds  that  of  any  preceding  year  and  so  far  as  I  am  able  to 
judge  the  majority  of  the  workers  and  many  of  the  converts  have  grown  in  grace. 
Some  work  has  been  done  in  building  and  the  garden  well  has  been  deepened  and 
walled  up  so  that  there  is  now  a  plentiful  supply  of  water .  Market  gardening  is 
gradually  becoming  a  feature  of  our  work  on  this  circuit.  A  considerable  plot  of 
ground  is  now  under  cultivation  and  fruit  trees  of  several  kinds  are  in  vigorous 
growth.  While  the  income  from  this  source  has  thus  far  been  but  small  it  should 
soon  be  a  very  material  help. 

The  special  feature  of  the  work  on  the  Bidar  circuit  to  which  I  wish  to  refer  is 
the  effort  that  has  been  made  to  train  up  some  of  the  converts  for  workers.  Three 
womeu  have  been  under  instruction  for  some  months  past  and  have  made  very  good 
progress  in  their  studies.  One  man  was  put  to  work  as  a  colporteur  and  has  in¬ 
creased  the  scripture  sales  several  fold  over  any  of  his  recent  predecessors.  A  syce 
in  the  missionary’s  employ  is  so  anxious  to  learn  that  he  carries  his  book  with  him 
and  uses  his  leisure  moments  in  reading.  While  we  cannot  report  large  accessions 
on  this  circuit  a  good  work  has  been  done  among  our  Christians  and  there  is  no 
reason  for  discouragement.  I  wish  I  could  report  a  satisfactory  termination  of  pro¬ 
perty  difficulties.  We  are  still  confronted  by  aserious  problem  in  this  respect  but  I 
believe  we  have  reached  a  more  hopeful  stage  in  this  troublesome  question. 

In  the  Gulbarga  and  Raichur  circuit  there  have  been  some  material  improve¬ 
ments  but  the  chief  work  has  been  along  educational  and  evangelistic  lines.  In 
this  circuit,  as  in  every  other,  there  have  been  difficulties  and  discouragements. 
Realizing  the  need  of  having  thoroughly  trained  workers  Bro.  Ernsberger  has  been 
devoting  as  much  time  as  possible  to  the  instruction  of  several  young  men  in  whom 
he  sees  some  promise  of  future  usefulness.  Within  the  bounds  of  this  charge  a 
large  number  might  have  been  baptized  during  the  past  twelve  months  if  we  had 
been  able  to  care  for  them.  Under  existing  circumstances,  however,  it  has  seemed 
unwise  to  baptize  any  in  new  villages.  We  consider  that  our  first  duty  is  to  those 
who  have  already  received  baptism,  and  to  care  for  them  is  as  much  as  our  limited 
force  of  workers  is  able  to  do. 

The  Medical  work  at  Gulbarga  under  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  has  been  very  encour¬ 
aging.  This  work  has  already  created  a  demand  for  school  and  Zenana  work. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  religious  instruction  of  those  who  have 
come  for  medical  treatment. 

Crossing  the  Beema  river  from  the  last  named  field  we  enter  the  Shorapur 
circuit.  The  largest  Christian  community  on  this  circuit  is  at  Yemmanur.  For 
several  years  it  was  impossible  to  get  any  property  in  this  town  or  to  rent  a  house. 
Last  year  however  we  succeeded  in  getting  a  plot  of  ground  and  began  the  erection 
of  a  house  that  has  been  completed  this  year  and  is  now  occupied.  The  house  is  of 
stone,  is  about  38  by  16  feet  inside  measurement  and  is  divided  into  two  rooms  one 
of  which  makes  a  good  place  for  public  services.  Our  Christians  are  doing  well. 
In  other  villages  also  we  have  a  few  Christians.  There  has  been  every  indication 
that  we  might  have  baptized  a  large  number  in  new  villages  but  we  had  no  one  to 
care  for  them. 
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Crossing  the  Krishna  from  the  Shorapur  circuit  we  enter  the  territory  of  the 
Wondalli  Circuit.  In  the  Wondally  mining  camp  we  have  a  considerable  Christian 
community.  Services  are  held  in  Kanarese  and  Telugu  and  are  well  attended. 
There  is  a  good  Sunday-school  and  day  school  and  a  Chapter  of  the  Epworth  League 
is  in  successful  operation.  An  English  service  is  held  on  Sunday  evening  and  is 
evidently  doing  much  good.  The  European  employees  of  the  Mining  Company 
have  taken  an  interest  in  the  Mission  work  carried  on  and  have,  of  their  own 
accord,  contributed  generously  to  its  support.  The  working  force  has  been  increased 
but  is  still  very  small.  We  need  many  more  workers  in  this  field. 

While  Bellary  still  has  a  place  on  our  list  of  appointments  we  have  very  little 
there.  The  chaplaincy  of  the  Wesleyan  and  Presbyterian  troops  and  the  opportunity 
of  ministering  to  the  Kailway  people  and  others  who  are  deprived  of  the  regular 
means  of  grace  open  up  a  good  field  for  Christian  service.  While  this  work  is  not 
producing  results  for  Methodism  that  we  can  tabulate  it  is,  without  doubt,  pro¬ 
ductive  of  much  good. 

After  several  years  of  seemingly  well  nigh  fruitless  labour  Kopbal  circuit  this 
year  reports  8  baptisms  and  marked  advance  in  the  religious  life  of  the  little  band 
of  Christians.  It  looks  as  though  the  coming  year  might  witness  a  large  advance. 
A  young  Mahommedan  who  was  baptized  last  Christmas  has  since  been  headmaster 
in  our  Kopbal  school  and  gives  evidence  of  being  truly  converted  and  called  of  God 
to  preach  the  Gospel. 

Before  closing  my  report  1  wish  to  call  attention  to  a  few  general  points. 

1.  Self-support. — While  we  have  not  accomplished  all  we  wished  in  this  respect 
I  believe  we  have  made  a  decided  advance  both  in  the  amount  contributed  and  in 
instructing  the  people  on  this  phase  of  Christian  duty  and  privilege.  There  has 
been  a  definite  gain  as  regards  our  Native  workers  in  this  respect  and  we  can  con¬ 
fidently  count  on  their  co-operating  with  us  to  a  larger  degree  than  heretofore. 

2.  Mission  property. — The  question  of  securing  property  in  the  larger  centers 
where  we  have  work  is  a  most  trying  one  because  of' the  high  prices  put  upon  pro¬ 
perty  in  desirable  localities,  while  in  every  part  of  the  district  there  are  difficulties 
of  one  kind  or  another  that  make  it  well  nigh  impossible  for  us  to  secure  what  the 
interests  of  our  work  demand.  I  believe,  however,  that  we  are  gaining  in  this  res¬ 
pect  and  shall  gradually  obtain  what  we  need. 

3.  Labourers. — As  already  stated  we  need  an  increased  force  of  workers.  The 
fields  are  indeed  white  to  the  harvest.  The  days  in  which  we  bemoaned  the  fact 
that  none  would  respond  to  the  Gospel  in  vitation  have  passed  and  we  are  now  con¬ 
fronted  by  the  problem  of  providing  for  the  instruction  and  care  of  more  than  our 
missionaries  and  workers  can  possibly  minister  to.  We  have  baptized  far  less  this 
year  than  we  should  have  baptized  had  we  been  able  to  properly  care  for  those  who 
were  ready  to  come. 

The  year  now  closing  has  had  many  difficulties  and  discouragements,  but  there 
have  been  so  many  tokens  of  the  divine  favour  and  guidance  that  it  has  been 
a  blessed  year.  Never  have  we  had  more  manifest  tokens  of  the  divine  presence 
than  in  our  recent  district  conference  when  we  verily  sat  togther  in  heavenly  places 
in  Christ  Jesus.  A  camp  meeting  committee  was  appointed  and  plans  suggested 
for  holding  at  least  two  or  three  such  meetings  during  the  coming  year. 

The  missionaries  and  workers  on  the  district  close  the  year  with  hearty  thanks¬ 
giving  to  God  and  are  hopeful  for  the  year  to  come. 


MADRAS  DISTRICT. 

J.  B.  Btjttrick,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  giving  a  summary  of  the  past  year’s  work  on  this  District  I  desire  to 
express  my  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  his  manifest  and  never-failing  goodness 
to  us  who  constitute  the  staff  of  workers.  He  has  honoured  us  by  giving  us  the 
privilege  of  spending  another  year  in  this  part  of  His  vineyard  as  co-workers  with 
Him.  He  has  mercifully  kept  unbroken  by  death  our  band  of  effective  laborers. 
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And  farther  He  has  in  some  measure  condescendingly  caused  His  work  to  prosper 
in  our  hands.  With  a  weakened  Missionary  force,  not  a  single  Missionary  in'fact, 
wholly  given  up  to  spiritual  Vernacular  work,  it  is  veiy  evident  that  for  those 
conquests  that  have  been  won  from  amongst  the  non-Christian  multitudes,  the 
power  has  been  of  God  and  we  humbly  render  Him  all  the  glory. 

Whilst  we  are  devoutly  thankful  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  spared 
the  life  of  every  effective  worker,  we  have,  however,  to  report  that  we  have  not 
altogether  been  free  from  the  visits  of  the  angel  of  death.  His  icy  hand  has  been 
placed  upon  an  Indian  preacher,  one  who  bore  a  superannuated  relation  to  this 
Conference,  our  late  Bro.  Benjamin  Peters,  and  also  upon  two  of  our  sisters,  the 
wife  of  our  Bro.  Gopalah,  and  also  the  widow  of  our  late  Bro.  Curties.  The  latter 
has  left  five  orphan  children,  to  whom  our  hearts  go  out  in  tender  sympathy  and 
whose  claims  upon  us  for  practical  help  will  doubtless  be  presented  to  this  Conference. 
But  with  the  shadows  of  death  about  us,  we  still  rejoice  in  the  triumph  of  those 
who  have  been  taken,  and  also  with  those  who  have  been  bereaved,  seeing  that  they 
“  sorrow  not  as  those  who  have  no  hope  ” 

Our  district  Conference  was  a  season  of  spiritual  power,  and  therefore  of 
definite  and  abundant  blessing.  Bishop  Thoburn  paid  us  a  much  appreciated  visit 
and  presided.  His  presence  and  ministrations  wrere  an  inspiration  to  every  worker. 

I  have  learned,  with  gratitude  to  God,  that  several  received  special  manifestations 
of  the  Holy  Spirit’s  power,  and  willingly  yielded  to  His  divine  operation. 

The  District  geographically  divides  itself  into  two  distinct  sections,  the  Eastern 
and  the  Western.  In  the  Eastern  division,  comprising  the  City  of  Madras  and  its 
suburbs,  our  evangelistic  work  is  prosecuted  in  the  English  and  Tamil  languages. 
In  the  Publishing  House,  however,  I)r.  Rudisill  is  constantly  turning  out  work  in” 
other  Vernaculars  as  well. 

Our  English  work  in  Madras  holds  its  own,  and  also  makes  some  headway. 
That  it  holds  its  own  in  Vepery  is  evidence  of  God’s  fostering  care,  for  efforts  are 
persistently  being  made  by  those  who  are  “  not  of  us,”  to  hinder  and  destroy  our 
work.  Especially  are  active  assaults  made  on  our  Sunday  School.  The  large 
gathering  of  the  young  people  of  our  English  Sunday  Schools,  however,  which 
convened  in  the  Vepery  Church  on  the  Sabbath  morning,  during  Bishop  Thoburn’s 
recent  visit  to  that  City,  betokens  the  hold  which  God  has  given  our  Church  on 
the  youth  of  Madras,  and  at  the  same  time  indicates  to  us  our  opportunity  and  our 
responsibility.  Butin  face  of  many  adverse  influences  both  in  Vepery,  Pudupet,  and 
Otary,  the  work  has  been  sustained,  and  the  heart  of  the  Pastor  has  been  in  some 
measure  cheered  by  some  conversions  during  the  year. 

On  the  Royapuram  Circuit  the  English  work  has  received  a  decided  impetus 
since  the  arrival  of  Bro.  A.  T.  Leonard  in  April  last.  Congregations  have  increased, 
finances  have  improved,  Sunday  School  and  Epworth  League  work  have  flourished, 
and  best  of  all  cou versions  have  occurred.  I  have  also  been  cheered  to  learn  from 
the  Pastor,  of  his  conviction  that,  from  amongst  the  English  congregation  can  be 
obtained  voluntary  and  efficient  helpers  in  the  Vernacular  work,  for  the  prosecution 
of  -which  Royapuram  furnishes  a  splendid  base.  Converts  have  already  been 
gathered,  both  in  that  section  of  Madras  and  in  some  villages  outside  Municipal 
limits.  Here  is  an  inviting  field  awaiting  the  consecrated  activity  of  a  Missionary 
acquainted  with  the  Vernacular. 

On.  Vepery  Tamil,  Narasingapuram,  and  Kodambakam  Circuits,  Vernacular 
evangelistic  work  has  been  vigorously  pushed  and  each  of  these  three  Circuits  has  been 
more  or  less  fruitful  in  conversions.  The  largest  number  of  baptisms  are  reported 
from  the  Vepery  Tamil  Circuit,  although,  so  far  as  the  agents  of  the  Missionary  Society 
are  concerned,  this  Circuit  has  been  the  most  feeblj'  manned.  The  success  vouch¬ 
safed  by  the  Head  of  the  Church,  and  achieved  through  human  agency,  is  due  to  the 
zealous  labours  of  the  workers  of  the  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  who,  as 
Bishop  Thoburn  has  expressed  it,  have  “  broken  one  of  the  rules  o*f  the  Society  which 
supports  them.”  But  we  thank  God  for  the  breach,  believing  it  to  be  of  Him,  and 
rejoice  that  He  has  so  graciously  and  signally  sealed  the  labours  of  His  hand¬ 
maidens.  And  yet  we  cannot  rid  our  mind  of  the  conviction,  that  more  numerous 
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trophies  might  have  been  won  from  heathenism,  had  this  Circuit  been  manned  by 
the  Missionary  Society  as  it  ought  to  have  been.  Had  we  a  Missionary  and  two  or 
three  native  helpers  on  this  Circuit,  the  forces  of  the  Parent  Society  and  the  W.  F. 
M.  Society  combined,  would  then,  in  the  extensive  and  open  field  before  them,  make 
greater  inroads  into  the  ranks  of  the  enemy  of  souls  than  have  yet  been  possible. 
It  is  painful  to  think  of  the  scores  who  have  been  baptized  who  need  faithful  pas¬ 
toral  oversight,  and  then  to  think,  gauging  future  triumphs  by  past  victories,  of  the 
hundreds  that  might  speedily  be  won,  if  the  human  workers  together  with  God 
were  available.  Truthfully  and  feelingly  do  wre  exclaim,  as  we  look  over  the 
Yepery  Tamil  Circuit,  “the  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few.” 
What  shall  we  do  ?  we  can  but  lift  our  eyes  from  the  field,  and  raise  them  to  “  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,”  and  “pray  Him  to  send  forth  labourers  into  His  harvest.” 

To  be  properly  equipped  for  aggressive  and  growing  work  both  on  this  and  on 
the  Royapuram  Circuits  we  need  property  of  our  own.  Work  has  assumed  such 
shape  and  reached  such  dimensions  on  each  of  these  charges,  as  to  assure  stability 
and  continual  development.  And  yet  wre  own  neither  Mission  house  nor  Church. 
We  thank  God  for  spiritual  successes,  but  confess  to  a  craving  for  the  necessary 
material  acquisitions  which  God’s  human  stewards  are  wrell  able  to  supply. 

The  Panchama  School  on  the  Narasingapuram  Circuit  is  still  being  carried  on 
without  cost  to  the  Missionary  Society  and  is  prospering.  Several  of  the  boys 
who  attend  have  there  learned  to  love  Jesus,  and  they  give  clear  testimony  to  His 
saving  grace.  Direct  evangelistic  work  has  not  been  neglected,  and  both  on  this, 
and  also  on  the  Kodambakam  Circuits,  the  former  in  the  heart  of  Madras  and  the 
latter  outside  the  City  boundaries,  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  has  been  effectual 
.to  the  salvation  of  souls.  On  the  latter  Circuit  many  more  of  the  Panchama 
community  would  openly  confess  Christ  if  they  could  be  assured  that  they  would 
still  be  able  to  obtain  a  livelihood  by  having  the  opportunity  of  tilling  the  soil. 
The  average  Mirasidar  is  still  no  friend  of  the  Christian,  and  has  no  inclination  to 
assist  him  in  his  struggle  “  for  the  bread  that  perisheth.” 

Passing  over  to  the  Western  section  of  the  District  we  enter  what  is  regarded  as 
our  Kanarese  field.  The  bulk  of  our  Native  converts  thus  far,  however,  have  been 
Tamil  and  Telugu  people.  There  has  been  nothing  so  far  of  the  nature  of  a  real 
‘  break’  amongst  the  indigenous  Kanarese  population.  Still  there  have  been  a  few 
baptisms,  here  and  there,  of  Kanarese  people.  We  occupy  portions  of  the 
Bangalore  and  Kolar  Districts  of  the  Mysore  Province,  and  these  districts  border¬ 
ing  on  the  Madras  Presidency,  our  work  has  extended  into  two  districts  of  the 
Presidency.  Whenever  a  division  of  the  Madras  district  takes  place,  it  will 
scarcely  be  possible  to  divide  on  linguistic  lines.  Some  of  our  preachers  at  the 
Mysore  end  preach  considerably  in  Tamil,  and  others  preach  almost  as  much  in 
Telugu  as  they  do  in  Kanarese. 

In  Bangalore  the  English  Church  forms  the  main  part  of  our  work,  apart  from 
the  Baldwin  High  Schools,  although  some  Vernacular  work  is  also  being  done,  and 
is  entirely  supported  by  the  English  congregation.  Although  the  Membership  of 
the  Church  does  not  increase  rapidly,  congregations  have  continued  good,  and  much 
spiritual  interest  is  manifested.  The  Pastor  has  been  considerably  handicapped 
this  year  by  bodily  affliction,  and  yet  he  has  bravely  stuck  to  his  post,  preaching 
when  able,  and  earnestly  attending  to  the  pastoral  work. 

Kolar  Circuit  reports  some  baptisms  of  non-Christians,  the  number  not  large 
and  yet  larger  than  in  any  previous  year.  And  anyone  familiar  with  the  spiritual 
condition  of  the  Christian  community  of  this  charge  some  few  years  ago,  and  also 
conversant  with  the  present  state  of  things,  cannot  fail  to  notice  a  marked 
improvement.  This  field,  however,  needs  much  more  pastoral  and  aggressive 
evangelistic  effort  than  it  is  possible  for  the  present  Missionary  and  his  Assistant 
to  put  forth.  The  Kanarese  Boys’  Orphanage  and  Boarding  School,  and  the  varied 
Industries  in  operation,  from  their  very  nature  demand  the  larger  share  of  the 
Missionary’s  time  and  attention.  Bro.  Hollister  has  far-reaching  and  ultimately 
profitable  Industrial  schemes  planned  out,  and  is  wisely  developing  them.  Through 
the  agency  of  the  Industrial  Department,  it  is  also  gratifying  to  note,  the  Mission 
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is  gradually  and  widely  winning  the  confidence  of  the  surrounding  non-Christian 
population.  We  may  rest  assured  that  this  influence  will  bo  turned  to  spiritual 
account. 

On  Hosur,  Bowringpet,  and  Betmangal  Circuits  baptisms  are  reported  of  quite 

a  number  of  Panchamas.  And  on  the  other  Circuits  manned  by  our  Indian 

preachers  the  year’s  toils  have  not  been  fruitless.  The  apparent  barrenness  of 

this  part  of  the  District,  and  the  total  absence  of  baptisms  of  non-Christians, 

which  marked  the  history  of  earlier  years,  ore  features  of  the  past.  Slowly  but 

surely  the  word  of  God  is  taking  root,  and  is  now  year  by  year  yielding  fruit  and 

increasingly  so.  This  spiritual  desert  has  commenced  to  “  rejoice  and  blossom  as 

the  rose.”  And  we  who  labour  here  would  indeed  be  blameworthy  did  not  our  faith 

•/ 

clearly  anticipate  the  time  when  it  “  shall  blossom  abundantly.” 

The  subject  of  self-support  has  been  kept  prominently  before  the  brethren  in 
charge  of  Circuits,  and  before  the  various  Quarterly  Conferences.  Taking  the  Dis¬ 
trict  as  a  whole,  an  appreciable  advance  has  been  made  on  this  line.  The  Kolar 
Circuit,  amongst  our  Vernacular  charges,  has  exceeded  expectations,  and  bids  fair  to 
wholly  support  its  Pastor  at  no  very  distant  date.  Still  there  are  Circuits  which 
might  and  ought  to  raise  more  for  self-support  than  they  have  hitherto  done,  or  even 
attempted.  The  £  last  man’  has  not  yet  been  reached  on  every  charge.  Rather,  we 
fear,  has  the  poverty  of  our  members  in  some  places  been  an  excuse  for  not  expect¬ 
ing  anything,  and  therefore  not  attempting  to  obtain  something.  We  are  thankful, 
however,  that  latterly  on  every  Circuit,  there  has  been  evidenced  a  determination  to 
give  every  convert  an  opportunity  of  experimentally  proving  that  it  is  “  more  bless¬ 
ed  to  give  than  to  receive.” 

The  Methodist  Publishing  House  in  Madras  is  turning  out  highly  prized  work, 
is  sending  forth  words  of  life  and  spiritual  beauty,  far  and  wide,  in  several  languages, 
and  is  still  “  enlarging  the  place  of  its  tent,”  “  lengthening  its  cords  and  strength¬ 
ening  its  stakes.”  The  boys  of  our  Tamil  Orphanage  receive  industrial  training 
here,  and  services  of  a  directly  .spiritual  nature  are  held  under  its  roof  on  each  of 
the  seven  days  of  the  week. 

The  Baldioin  High  Schools  in  Bangalore  have  had  the  most  prosperous  year  in 
their  history.  Far  from  there  being  a  dearth  of  pupils,  the  school  accommodation  is 
full  to  overflowing,  and  boarders  have  had  to  be  refused.  Inasmuch  as  it  per¬ 
tains  to  the  genius  of  Methodism  neither  to  stand  still  nor  to  retrograde  it  is  im¬ 
perative  that  we  without  delay  face  the  necessity  of  providing  additional  buildings 
to  accommodate  the  pupils  that  would  come  to  our  table  and  into  our  classes.  It  is 
a  source  of  regret  to  me  that  the  beloved  Principal  of  these  Schools  is  prevented  by 
serious  illness  from  being  present  at  this  session  of  the  Conference.  I  bespeak  the 
sympathy  and  prayers  of  this  Conference  in  his  behalf. 

The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society ,  through  its  Agents,  has  been  a  source  of 
strength  to  our  work,  both  in  Madras,  Kolar,  and  Bangalore.  Through  the  school, 
village,  and  Zenaua  work  energetically  carried  on  by  the  Missionaries  of  this  Society 
and  their  Assistants,  very  much  is  being  accomplished  in  winning  the  women  and 
girls  of  this  part  of  India  for  Christ.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  manifestly 
fruitful  in  this  direction.  I  congratulate  this  Society  also  on  the  erection  of  a 
splendidly  complete  building  plant  in  Madras,  as  well  as  of  a  commodious  Deaconess 
Home  in  Kolar.  It  is  cause  for  satisfaction  that  this  Society  thus  shows  that  it  has 
come  to  the  District  to  stay,  and  that  it  fully  purposes  to  develope  its  already  pros¬ 
perous  work. 

We  close  the  year  with  “  Ebenezer”  expressive  of  our  assurance,  and  go  forth 
into  the  coming  Conference  year  trusting  the  Lord  still  to  lead  and  use  us.  We 
need  more  workers :  sorely  need  them.  But  what  we  need  as  much  is,  that  every 
worker  on  the  District  be  “  a  vessel  unto  honour,  sanctified,  and  meet  for  the 
Master’s  use,  prepared  unto  every  good  work.” 
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I.  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

A  glance  at  our  Statistics  discloses  the  fact  that  we  have  within  the  bounds  o 
our  Conference  a  half  dozen  English-speaking  congregations,  while  Vernacular 
churches  are  organized  in  more  than  two  dozen  vicinities.  English  members  and 
probationers  number  about  400,  while  the  members  and  probationers  in  our  Verna¬ 
cular  churches  number  about  1,500. 

Vy  1 

The  English  work  is  well  planted,  possessed  of  valuable  property  meeting  well 
the  requirements  of  the  field  in  all  except  perhaps  at  two  points.  But  our  native 
work  has  but  little  to  boast  of  in  the  way  of  “houses  and  lands.” 

We  have  missionaries-m embers  of  Conference  12,  and  Indian  brethren  members 
or  probationers  in  Conference  15,  and  our  other  workers  in  the  vernacular  field 
number  nearly  or  quite  100. 

Our  work  falls  in  six  language  Districts,  in  each  of  which  we  have  no  incon¬ 
siderable  work  and  many  places  are  bright  with  promise. 

We  feel  that  our  Publishing  House  is  a  very  important  feature  of  our  present 
standing  and  prospects.  It  is  cause  for  deep  thankfulness  that  we  have  such  a 
Publishing  House.  It  will,  if  we  sustain  it  with  prayer  and  sympathy,  form 
an  increasingly  effective  and  helpful  element  in  the  work  of  our  Church  and 
mission  among  the  millions  of  South  India. 

The  Baldwin  Schools  form  an  item  in  our  English  work  we  cannot  well  over¬ 
estimate  the  value  of.  Under  the  divine  blessing  we  have  come  to  a  point  in  our 
history  where  the  parting  ways  reveal  wide  open  doors  to  many  fruitful  fields. 
The  question  is  no  longer  where,  but  how. 

Your  committee  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  past  year  has  been  spiritually 
good  both  in  the  English  and  Vernacular  work.  At  more  than  one  point  there  has 
been  loss,  but  the  work  is  stronger  to-day  than  a  year  ago.  As  missionaries,  we 
have  perhaps  without  exception  been  found  very  openly  seeking  a  fuller  New  Testa¬ 
ment  experience  of  grace,  even  as  the  venerable  father  of  Methodism  Mr.  Wesley 
urges  us  to  do.  As  a  result  there  has  been  found  an  overflowing  that  has  mightily 
uplifted  some  of  our  Indian  brethren,  workers  as  well  as  members. 

There  are  tokens  of  blessing  on  this  line  that  justify  something  more  than  a 
quiet  hallelujah  of  praise. 

We  are  inclined  to  think  the  cloud  of  divine  displeasure  called  “Plague” 
resting  on  India  is  intended  of  God  to  emphasize  our  cry  of  “Repent  ye  for  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven  is  at  hand”  and  sad  as  is  the  visitation  there  should  go  up  from  all 
our  hearts  the  prayer  that  present  stalking  desolation  may  be  followed  by  rolling 
waves  of  salvation  upon  the  people  to  whom  we  are  sent. 

We  are  not  able  to  say  exactly  what  progress  self-support  is  really  making. 
But  we  think  we  are  gaining  ground. 

The  opportunities  before  us  at  the  present  time,  have  been  long  in  existence  but 
they  have  not  been  ovr  opportunities.  The  opportunities  in  nearly  every  part  of  our 
Conference  far  exceed  our  visible  resources  of  workers  and  money,  and  fields  white 
to  the  harvest  are  opened  to  us  so  manifestly  by  the  divine  haud  that  to  ignore 
them  and  falter  is  disloyalty  to  him  who  says,  “  Every  creature.” 
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We  beg  to  urge  the  most  earnest  and  Christlike  effort  to  fan  into  flame  the  camp 
fires  of  personal  holy  living  and  spirit  anointing.  Among  all  our  people,  English 
and  Indian,  Christian  experience,  personal  Christian  experience,  ought  to  charac¬ 
terize  every  Methodist  man  and  woman  above  all  his  or  her  fellows.  Special 
effort  with  individuals,  and  in  pur  churches,  in  this  direction  will  not  be  in  vain. 

We  feel  also  impressed  to  urge  the  importance  of  loving  and  unremitting  effort 
on  the  part  of  every  missionary  and  worker,  by  example  and  precept,  to  teach  our 
people  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  man  and  woman  and  children,  to  “  pay”  some¬ 
thing  and  that  regularly  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  Many  of  our  people  do  not  know 
there  is  any  blessedness  in  giving  to  God.  If  we  can,  by  any  means,  reach  a  point 
where  all  our  people  give  something  and  that  regularly  we  are  persuaded  we  shall 
see  great  spiritual  and  temporal  blessing  in  our  English  and  vernacular  Church 
members,  and  we  shall  soon  find  ourselves  with  much  more  money  for  our 
work  than  we  now  know  anything  about.  We  fear  a  wrong  feeling  deters 
many  from  lovingly  [impressing  on  our  people  one  by  one.]  God’s  claims  on  what 
comes  into  our  hands.  Brethren,  we  do  our  people  wrong  when  we  yield  to  this  feel¬ 
ing,  for  Satan  comes  quickly  along  and  gathers  up  move  than  God’s  share — impov¬ 
erishing  our  people  and  hurting  us. 

We  feel  led  also  to  emphasize  the  need  of  more  liberal  encouragement  to  per¬ 
sonal  service  of  some  kind  on  the  pert  of  our  Church  members.  Lay  labor,  male 
and  female,  has  been  no  mean  secret  in  the  marvellous  spread  of  Methodism  in  the 
world.  Our  Epworth  Leagues,  senior  and  junior,  afford  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  set  everybody  at  work  in  some  way.  Can  we  not  greatly  accentuate  the  value 
of  our  individual  Churches  as  training  Schools  for  our  people  in  all  sorts  of 
Christian  work. 

The  demand  for  workers  throughout  our  bounds  is  an  imperious  one.  We 
think  there  are  young  men  in  our  Churches  who  ought  to  be  getting  ready  to  take 
up  important  responsibilities  in  our  mission  field.  It  is  as  certain  that  God  is 
calling  some  of  them  as  that  he  is  calling  sinners  to  repentance.  A  large  part  of 
the  men  and  women,  in  the  Lord’s  work  to-day  had  their  call  discovered  by  other 
people  before  they  become  conscious  of  it  themselves.  Brethren,  while  we  are  year 
after  year  putting  our  hands  on  young  men  and  women  after  many  of  whom  a 
pretty  good  sized  question  mark  might  justly  be  stood  up,  (I  mean  in  our 
Vernacular  work)  ought  we  not  look  around  and  select  promising  young  men  and  train 
them  as  was  our  father’s  custom,  as  junior  preachers  into  regulars  and  veterans? 

There  are  youug  men  in  our  English  Churches  in  India  whom  God  calls.  But 
they  need  training  and  developing  just  as  we  did.  We  do  not  now  refer  to  School 
training  but  training  in  the  work  of  God.  There  are  young  men  in  our  Church  in 
India  with  the  elements  of  chai’acter  and  ability,  touched  with  the  spirit  of  grace, 
who  are  not  utterly  devoid  of  the  necessary  spirit  of  consecration  to  Christ  and 
holy  heroism  such  as  a  hundred  places  in  our  bounds  call  for.  Is  there  no  way  by 
which  we  as  missionaries  and  as  a  Church  can  lead  out,  develop  and  use  our  young 
men?  Are  there  not  many  forms  of  work  for  our  junior  preachers  in  nearly  every 
field,  we  as  missionaries  occupy  ?  We  are  eagerly  working  on  material  often 
exceedingly  crude  that  we  call  “  native.”  Is  there  no  way  of  utilizing  some  of  our 
young  men  and  by  and  by  see  them  ready  to  fill  our  places  ? 

It  is  painfully  evident  that  along  with  many  other  burdens  each  of  our  mission¬ 
aries  must  use  every  possible  expedient  in  selecting  and  training  more  workers  from 
our  own  converts  and  church  members.  The  working  material  floating  in  to  us 
from  other  missions  does  not  often  answer  our  purpose. 

One  of  our  most  revered  Bishops  has  just  recently  blown  a  triumphant  blast 
in  our  Church  papers,  in  which  he  emphatically  notes  and  deprecates  the  decadence 
of  ‘pastoral  work  in  the  Methodist  ministry  in  America.  We  are  led  to  urge  the 
importance  of  pastoral  work,  pastoral  care.  It  is  needed  in  our  English  work  and 
without  this  in  our  Vernacular  work  we  shall  lose  and  that  continually. 

We  are  magnificently  located  for  great  things.  We  need  not  apologize  for 
feeling  that  we  have  an  organization  most  eminently  suited  to  the  needs  and 
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possibilities.  God  Las  given  ns  even  as  to  no  other  missionary  body  in  South 
India. 

With  Bishop  Thoburn  to  lead,  inspire,  supervise  and  guide  we  have  just  reason 
for  feeling  ourselves  most  fortunate.  What  need  we  but  the  breath  of  God  on  ourselves, 
our  workers  and  people. 

Shall  we  not  from  this  hour  begin  afresh  to  seek  its  coming  P

II.  TEMPERANCE. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  position  as  a  Church  on 
the  general  question  of  Temperance  is  fully  maintained.  However,  we  would  urge 
the  necessity  for  keeping  the  matter  constantly  before  the  people,  both  in  the 
Churches  as  well  as  in  our  Day  and  Sunday  schools.  Our  young  people  are  our 
hope  for  the  future,  it  is  therefore  our  duty  to  educate  them  in  the  principles  of 
Total  abstinence,  both  from  a  religious  and  a  scientific  stand-point. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  systematic  instruction  in  Total 
abstinence  be  introduced  in  our  schools  and  find  a  place  on  their  regular  curriculum. 

Your  Committee  is  glad  that  there  is  so  much  co-operation,  and  sympathy  in 
the  blessed  work  of  trying  to  save  the  drunkard,  and  of  lifting  to  a  nobler  and 
better  life  those  who  are  struggling  for  release  from  the  chains  and  fetters  of  the 
drink-habit.  The  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  is  doing  its  utmost  in  this 
direction,  and  is  keeping  up  an  active  engagement  with  the  enemy.  We  praise 
God  for  their  effort  in  this  righteous  cause.  Especially  do  we  rejoice  in  the 
resolution  of  their  recent  Convention  to  concentrate  their  efforts  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  of  a  Home  for  inebriates  for  all  India.  Let  us  help  in  this 
noble  and  much  needed  scheme  by  practical  suggestions  and  by  prayer. 

Your  Committee  would  also  urge  upon  the  brethren  the  observance  of  the  last 
Sunday  in  November  as  Temperance  Sunday — of  which  we  are  so  faithfully  reminded 
by  our  Sisters  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  The  “  Suvarte  Patrike”  generously  devoted  one 
issue  this  year  to  “  Temperance,”  and  our  native  Preachers  have  found  the 
material  published  useful  in  preparing  for  Temperance  Sunday,  and  other  Temper¬ 
ance  meetings.

V.  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  reports  that  during  the  past 
year  there  has  been  most  satisfactory  progress  in  the  Sunday  schools  of  our  confer¬ 
ence.  In  our  last  report  it  was  not  so  but  throughout  1898  there  has  been  sure 
and  steady  advance  both  amongst  Christian  and  non -Christian  peoples. 

In  1897  there  were  1,718  Christian  scholars  reported,  this  year  wre  have  2,111. 
There  were  1,559  non-Christians,  now  2,083,  making  a  total  of  4,194  Sunday  school 
scholars  now  under  our  care,  being  7l7  more  than  we  had  a  year  ago. 

Another  feature  for  encouragement  is  the  fact  that  whereas  last  year  our  in¬ 
crease  of  Sunday  school  scholars  was  300  less  than  our  baptisms,  this  year  with 
an  advance  in  baptisms  to  603,  we  have  also  an  increase  of  Sunday  school  scholars 
to  the  number  10O  of  over  and  above  our  baptisms. 

Unremitting  diligence  in  this  department  of  Christian  work,  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  will  bear  abundant  fruit  not  only  in  bringing  those  who  sit  in  darkness  into 
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the  light  of  God  bat  also  in  developing  a  church  which  like  the  Berean  “search  the 
Word  ”  daily  and  are  ready  to  give  an  answer  for  the  hope  within. 

To  this  end  we  would  again  urge  upon  all,  the  necessity  of  organizing,  maintain¬ 
ing  and  advancing  to  still  greater  efficiency  the  Sunday  schools  of  our  conference.

VI.  MEMOIRS. 

Emily  Caldwell  was  born  in  Rurki,  18th  February  1858,  the  youngest  daughter 
of  Rev.  Joseph  Caldwell,  a  missionary  of  the  American  Presbyterian  Board.  She  was 
married  to  Rev.  G.  K.  Gilder,  12th  September,  1882.  In  early  youth  she  gave  her 
heart  and  life  to  God.  Of  a  quiet  and  gentle  spirit  her  faith  was  constant  and 
decided. 

God’s  Word  was  her  guide  and  counsel  and  her  daily  hours  of  its  study,  with 
prayer,  were  to  her,  times  of  blessing  and  strength.  Those  who  were  privileged  to 
know  Mrs.  Gilder  intimately  in  her  home  were  ever  impressed  with  the  beauty  and 
quiet  power  of  her  Christian  character  and  its  persuasive  influence.  The  unfailing 
loving  patience  and  faithfulness  with  which  she  fulfilled  every  duty  in  aiding  her 
husband  to  the  extent  of  her  strength  in  all  forms  of  church  wrork,  or  when  obliged 
under  medical  advice  to  leave  their  appointed  station  of  Mission  work  for  protracted 
residence  in  the  Hills,  where  the  care  and  training  of  their  young  family  devolved 
largely  upon  her  and  in  which  she  was  signally  successful,  proved  a  heroic  and  noble 
nature. 

She  struggled  bravely  with  disease  and  even  when  becoming  seriously  ill  at 
Naini  Tal,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  she  continually  encouraged  herself  and  her 
anxious  friends  by  expressing  the  hope  of  finally  recovering  her  health  and  living 
many  years  in  the  Master’s  service. 

Through  the  weary  days  of  her  illness  she  was  bright  and  calm,  bearing  a  clear 
testimony  to  the  sustaining  grace  of  God  and  to  the  comfort  of  Christ’s  presence. 

A  few  days  before  her  departure  she  tried  with  her  own  failing  hand  to  write 
the  following  words  of  comfort  for  her  dear  ones  : —

“  I  will  bring  the  blind  by  a  way  that  they  knew  not. 

I  will  lead  them  in  paths  chat  they  have  not  known. 

I  will  make  darkness  light  before  them  and  crooked  things  straight. 

These  things  will  I  do  unto  them  and  not  forsake  them.” 

On  Oct.  6th,  1898,  at  evening  time,  she  fell  asleep  leaving  to  the  care  of  her 
stricken  husband  five  dear  children,  four  of  whom  she  had  the  joy  and  comfort 
of  leading  to  the  Saviour  and  the  other  a  tender  babe  of  a  few  days.  *  May  all  these 
follow  the  glorified  wife  and  mother  as  she  followed  her  Lord. 

May  they  experience  the  abundant  comfort  of  the  Father  of  mercies  and  God  of 
all  comfort  who  comforteth  us  in  all  our  tribulation.

BENJAMIN  PETERS. 

Benjamin  Peters  was  born  in  Madras,  July  28th,  1844  of  Christian  parents,  and 
from  his  childhood  w'as  carefully  trained  up  in  the  knowledge  and  fear  of  God. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Wesleyan  Mission  School,  Madras,  and  afterwards 
worked  for  seven  years  as  signaller  in  the  Madras  Railway.  He  was  converted 
March  25th,  1874  under  the  preaching  of  Rev.  William  Taylor  who  five  months  later 
gave  him  an  exhorter’s  license. 

The  year  following,  under  Rev.  C.  P.  Hard,  he  received  his  license  as  Local 
Preacher  and  in  the  Minutes  of  the  First  session  of  South  India  Conference,  held  in 
Bombay  Nov.  9-14,  1876,  almost  the  first  act  recorded  is  Bro.  Peters’  admission  on 
trial  into  South  India  Conference.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop  Merrill  in 
1880  and  Elder  in  1882  by  Bishop  Foster. 

The  first  seven  years  of  his  ministry  were  spent  in  Madras.  In  1881  he  was 
appointed  to  Bangalore  Tamil  circuit  and  in  1889  he  was  appointed  to  Kanarese 
work  in  Kopbal,  Nizam’s  Dominions.  This  appointment  he  held,  until,  in  1895,  he 
was  superannuated  because  of  failing  health. 

Of  his  preaching  ability  Dr.  A.  W.  Rudisill  says  “  Bro.  Peters  preached  in 
“  English,  Tamil  and  Kanarese  and  always  presented  the  truth  clearly  and  w  ith  a 
“power  that  proved  him  to  be  a  man  of  God.”  With  the  statement  we  concur. 
He  also  preached  in  Hindustani. 

There  is  at  least  one  Native  brother  in  the  work  wdio  owes  his  conversion  from 
heathenism  largely  to  the  influence  of  Bro.  Peters’  Street  preaching  in  Bangalore. 

But  although  from  time  to  time  conversions  took  place  under  Bro.  Peters’  minis- 
trv,  and  sometimes  from  among  those  castes  that  are  most  difficult  to  reach  it  was  not 
signalized  b}r  any  large  number  of  accessions  from  heathenism.  Like  some  others 
who  come  to  mind,  he  seems  to  have  been  successful  in  edifying  believers  and  in  dis¬ 
seminating  among  the  higher  classes  of  Hindus  and  Mohammedans  the  knowledge  of 
Christian  truth  rather  than  in  bringing  into  the  Church  large  numbers  to  be  educated 
and  instructed  in  Christianity.  One  of  our  number  when  on  a  visit  to  Kopbal,  in 
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the  absence  of  Bro.  Peters,  was  entertained  for  two  days  in  the  house  of  a  well-to-do 
Mahomedan  Pleader,  who  confessed  himself  a  secret  believer  aud  asked  us  to  pray 
with  him.  Several  other  adult  members  of  the  family  though  not  making  the  same 
confession  were  equally  profuse  in  their  expressions  of  love  and  hospitality. 

Bro.  Peters  was  beloved  and  respected  as  a  father  in  God  by  all  the  Native 
Christians  who  went  to  him  with  all  their  troubles  and  often  received  very  liberal 
financial  assistance  from  him.  From  the  day  that  he  resigned  a  lucrative  post  and 
good  prospects  of  worldly  prosperity  for  the  precarious  support  of  a  Methodist 
Preacher  in  those  early  days,  he  appears  to  have  steadily  and  faithfully  continued 
in  season  and  out  of  season  to  preach  the  Word  in  the  fields  to  which  he  was  sent. 
His  testimony  was  always  clear  and  explicit  and  bore  evidence  to  a  soul  steadily 
pressing  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize.  He  died  the  death  of  the  righteous  and 
his  latter  end  was  like  his. 

When  so  weak  as  to  be  unable  to  read,  (and  he  lingered  long  in  consumption,) 
he  was  fond  of  repeating  the  words  of  the  blessed  Gospel  ordinance  that  he  (Jesus) 
by  the  grace  of  God  should  taste  death  “for  every  man,”  and  other  similar  pro¬ 
mises.  In  a  characteristic  speech  he  told  his  friends, — “  My  work  on  earth  is 
finished  and  I  am  now  going  to  heaven  for  my  crown.” 

His  favorite  hymn,  which  he  would  call  his  daughters  to  sing  by  his  bedside, 
was  No.  492,  Sacred  Songs  and  Solos,  given  below. 

We  have  here  a  w  indow,  as  it  were,  opened  into  the  sanctuary  of  our  departed 
brother’s  soul.  Let  us  look  and  ponder.  He  spent  the  latter  years  of  his  life’s  work 
among  people  who  were  foreign  to  him  and  in  a  climate  different  to  his  native  one, 
where  both  he  and  his  family  suffered  considerably  from  fever  and  other  complaints. 

He  passed  peacefully  away  at  Madras,  May  10th,  1898  leaving  a  beloved  wife 
and  a  large  family  of  daughters,  one  of  whom  is  engaged  in  Mission  work. 

His  last  words  to  his  wife  were  “  Trust  in  Jesus,  He  is  your  all-sufficient  Friend.” 

O  weary  heart,  there  is  a  Home, 

Beyond  the  reach  of  toil  and  care  : 

A  Gome  where  changes  never  come ; 

Who  would  not  fain  be  resting  there. 

Yet  when  bowed  down  beneath  the  load, 

By  heaven  allowed,  thine  earthly  lot ; 

Look  up!  thou’lt  reach  that  blest  abode; 

Wait,  meekly  wait,  and  murmur  not. 

If  in  thy  path  some  thorns  are  found, 

Oh  think  who  bore  them  on  his  brow ; 

Of  grief  thy  sorrowing  heart  has  found, 

It  reached  a  holier  than  thou. 

Toil  on  nor  deem  though  sore  it  be, 

One  sigh  unheard,  one  prayer  forgot ; 

The  day  of  rest  will  dawn  for  thee  ; 

Wait,  meekly  wait,  and  murmur  not  !

VII.  BOARD  OF  CONFERENCE  STEWARDS. 

Benjamin  Peters  has  been 
reported  to  us,  and  guided  by  the  directions  of  the  central  Conference,  the  highest 
sum  in  our  power  to  recommend,  namely  Us.  300  in  12  monthly  instalments,  we 
hereby  recommend  for  Sister  Peters. 
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2.  In  the  case  of  the  children  of  our  dear  Brother  and  Sister  Curties  we 
recommend  the  payment  of  Rs.  120  in  12  monthly  instalments  to  Mrs.  Hollister 
for  the  youngest  child,  from  the  Claimant’s  fund.  Also  that  Rs.  480  from  the 
Claimant’s  fund  and  Rs.  240  from  the  Educational  Fund  be  paid  respectively  in  12 
monthly  instalments  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Madras 
district  and  the  Pastor  of  Richmond  Town  Church.  We  further  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  of  one  member  of  Conference  who  shall  be  a  corres¬ 
pondent  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Conference  claimant  and  Educational  Funds,  who 
shall  as  he  may  be  able,  represent  the  needs  and  nature  of  these  funds  in  our  papers, 
English  and  Vernacular,  or  in  other  possible  ways  in  order  that  our  people  may 
better  understand  them  and  more  sympathetically  support  them.

IX.  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

There  are  within  the  boundaries  of  this  Conference  61  schools  in  which  93 
teachers  instruct  1,927  scholars,  of  whom  740  are  boys  and  1,187  girls.  Education  is 
imparted  in  the  English,  Tamil,  Telugu,  Mahratti,  Kanarese,  Hindi,  and  Hindustani 
languages.  There  has  been  a  general  advance  in  the  Vernacular  brauch  of  our 
educational  work.  The  decrease  in  the  number  on  the  rolls  in  our  Anglo-Vernacu¬ 
lar  Schools  is  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Residency  School  at  Hyderabad  for  financial 
reasons  and  to  the  falling  off  at  the  Baldwin  High  Schools  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
on  account  of  the  plague.  In  spite  of  this  the  year  on  the  whole  has  been  the  best 
on  record  for  the  Baldwin  Schools.  The  work  is  so  great  that  the  questiou 
of  giving  the  Principal  a  highly  qualified  first  assistant  is  becoming  a  pressing  one. 
We  strongly  recommend  this  school  to  all  who  are  anxious  for  the  spiritual  and 
intellectual  progress  of  their  children.

The  schools  at  Gulbarga  are  making  good  progress.  The  W.  F.  M.  S.  have 
strengthened  their  staff  and  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  The  time  has 
come  when  independent  arrangements  must  be  made  for  the  boys’  Boarding  school. 
The  need  for  enlarged  accommodation  mentioned  last  year  is  more  pressing  than 
ever  and  the  question  cannot  be  indefinitely  put  off.  The  Vilcarabad  schools  report 
progress  in  attendance  and  efficiency.  A  new  school  has  been  opened  at  Tandur. 
The  closing  of  the  Hyderabad  Residency  School  has  had  the  effect  of  strengthening 
the  City  school  which  is  rapidly  attaining  to  a  very  influential  position.  The  In ■ 
dustrial  school  at  Bowringpet  is  for  Eurasian  boys.  It  meets  a  widely  felt  want  and 
deserves  generous  patronage.  The  Kolar  Schools  are  rapidly  advancing  in  general 
efficiency.  The  industrial  branch  is  still  growing  in  popularity  and  usefulness. 
Three  new  schools  have  been  opened  at  Raipur  in  the  Central  Provinces.  The  new 
School  at  Jagdalpur  has  an  attendance  of  150  pupils  taught  in  Hindi. 

There  are  encouraging  signs  that  our  Schools  of  all  grades  are  proving  to  be 
agencies  for  good.  The  children  of  Yamanur  School  have  exerted  an  excellent 
influence  on  the  women  of  the  village  through  their  singing  of  Gospel  Hymns  and 
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scm^s.  In  one  ease  a  boy  attending  school  is  called  daily  by  his  illiterate  mother 
to  repeat  the  Lord’s  Prayer  when  all  the  family  bow  down  and  approach  the  Most 
High. 

It  would  be  of  great  use  and  interest  if  we  could  ascertain  what  becomes  of 
our  pupils  in  after-life,  aud  it  is  earnestly  requested  that  all  in  charge  of  schools 
keep  a  record  on  the  basis  of  which  they  could  gague  and  report  the  effects  of  our 
Educational  work  on  the  practical  life  of  the  community. 

While  regretting  that  the  state  of  our  finances  will  not  allow  us  to  advance  as 
we  would,  the  Board  rejoices  that  God  has  so  greatly  blesssed  the  Educational 
branch  of  our  work.  Let  us  go  on  and  feed  the  lambs  of  His  flock.
